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RAWINGS - should 

be so designed that 
they fit the size of the 
mount on which they will 
be placed. Many drawings 
exceed the mount by an 
inch or less and they are 
constantly damaged in 
being moved around. 
Drawings which are over- 
size are lapped one over 
the other and suffer the 
disadvantage of poor 
presentation. Quite often 
drawings had to _ be 
turned on end to fit on 
the mount. Proper pres- 
entation of the drawings 
on the standard mounts 
of fixed size is a matter 
of design and should be 
given careful considera- 
tion by the student. 


The regulations _ re- 
quired by the Institute 
are the results of care- 
ful observation and ex- 
perimentation over a 
long period of years, and 
are essential for speedy 
and easy handling of 
esquisses and drawings 
from the day of the exer- 
cise en loge to the time 
the drawings are repacked 
for shipment. The most 
essential and the least 
observed regulation is 
the student’s data re- 
quired in the upper left- 
hand corner of the es- 
guisse and lower right- 
hand corner of the draw- 
ing.

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In an important city on the Atlantic Coast the Chamber of 


Commerce building contains a large hall, one end of which is 


to be decorated with an appropriate mural painting 14 feet 
high and 30 feet long. This panel should depict a subject or 
combination of subjects appropriate to their environment: 
discoverers, maritime commerce, shipping scenes, an allegorical 
composition, etc., but the dignity of the setting shou'd be pre- 
served.

PROJET V—“THE MAIN HALL OF A HOUSE IN 
THE STYLE OF ROBERT ADAM (1728-1792)” 


Introduction of Later Renaissance architecture by Inigo 
Jones in the reigns of James and Charles I, had gone along a 
fairly regular line of development up to the middle of the 
century, and James Gibbs, the immediate leader before Robert 
Adam, had died in 1754. Robert Adam evidently intended to 
launch out on a new line of his own. He had returned from 
the grand tour in Italy under exceptional circumstances. ‘To 
begin with, he was the son of an architect, had done a certain 
amount of work before leaving England and, added to his 
natural ability, he seemed to have funds enough to start in 
practice immediately. One of the principal changes in decora- 
tion especially noticeable is Adam’s rendering of the treatment 
of the “orders.” Unlike the architects before him, he freed 
himse!f from the necessity of having to use the deep entabla- 
ture composed of the full architectural frieze and cornice as 
strictly regulated by the width and height of the pilaster or 
column. By decorating a plain faced architrave he dispensed 
with the frieze and regulated the depth of his cornice to coin- 
cide with the decorative effect desired. 


ADAM’S “ETRUSCAN” 


Examples are prevalent as to Adam’s desire to produce, if 
not absolutely original work, yet to give an entirely new result 
through his interpretation and rendering of such work. It was 
customary throughout the eighteenth century to show that all 
work was based on the antique—even going so far as to placard 
the original source. Among other inspirations, Adam gave what 
he called the “Etruscan Decoration.” This consisted of using 
to their fullest degree a sense of the values of earth colors, 
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WARDS 


bright and dull reds, grey blues, chocolate brown and _ reds. 
Surely here is a color scheme dating from the time of the use 


_ of the earliest principles of decoration. Succeeding generations 


have painted out much of the original wall and ceiling colors, 
but occasionally more lasting objects exist, such as marble 
mantels inlaid with a composit:on of Adam detail done in these 
“Etruscan” colors. 


Ceilings: —Flat washes of color over the fine stucco work, 
not usually picked out but merely a wash to subdue the white 
glare of the plaster work. Sometimes the small painted panels 
are rather disconcerting, no doubt there were many reasons 
for doing it at the time, but scarcely a thing to call for per- 
petuation. It is natural that some color should be used in the 
ceiling when one considers that the walls had either tapestries, 
paintings or woven panels of silk, to say nothing of the rug 
which was usually woven in a similar manner to the pattern of 
the ceiling. 

The problem suggested is a hall of a town or country house. 
Owing to the great variety of work carried out during the 18th 
Century by Robert Adam, it has been decided upon this occa- 


sion not to issue a given plan, but to encourage the students to 


so bui!d their work according to the hall they wish to depict. 
The following notes are given as suggestions: 


1. Main hall of a country house, where space and shape 
would be easier to acquire. For such a hall, Robert Adam 
might use windows, semi-circular of elliptical bays, alcoves for 
statuary or candelabra, columns, pilasters, arches, a patterned 
marble floor, mantel, special door trims, and so on. 


2. The main hall of a town house. Here the problem would 
be different, as space would in most cases not be available. 
Just the same, the features enumerated for the country house 
could be utilized, although attention must be given to the 
restricted area. 


3. It is not asked that the staircase should be included in 
this projet, although if in the plan submitted by the student 
the staircase forms an important item, it may be shown. It is 
felt that there is enough material required for the proper decora- 
tion of such a hall in this style of work for the student to 
work upon without demanding the introduction of the stair- 
case. 

4. Do not be led away by all of the illustrations published 
of work supposedly by Robert Adam. Take note of a few of 
the special features of Adam’s work. Sculptured panels inset 
into walls are better when used on a plain wall, surface un- 
adorned, with enriched panel mouldings. : 

5. It is generally conceded that the most successful of this 
famous architect’s work was brought about by calling attention 
to the directive or focusing point in his decorative scheme. If 
it was the panels mentioned above, an alcove, or a doorway, 
etc., it was not reduced in value by competitive decorative 
features.

FONTAINEBLEAU SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS - 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


The Beaux-Arts Instirure or Desicn will award two 
scholarships of $500 each to the Fontainebleau School of Fine 
Arts, for the two best designs submitted for this program. To be 
eligible for these scholarships, the students must be American 
citizens (a condition fixed by the Regulations of the French 
Government for the Fontainebleau School), and must be regis- 
tered in Class “A.” Drawings must be signed as usual and 
with the additional statement, “I am an American citizen,” by 
any student competing for the two scholarships. Submitting 
a design so signed constitutes an agreement to all the conditions 
in the circular letter dated February 26th, 1925, issued by the 
Director of the Department of Architecture. The winners must 
provide, within ten days, evidence of their citizenship. 


CLASS “A”—V PROJET 


“A CENTER FOR THE EXHIBITION: OF 
BUILDING MATERIALS” 


The architects, builders, material and supply people have 
combined to erect a building for the exhibition of building ma- 
terials and supplies. Such cooperation as this has previously oc- 
curred in a smaller way in the form of the various architects’ 
sample rooms, in temporary exhibitions, and in the publication 
of annuals such as “Sweet’s Index.” In this case, the aim is to 
make a building of such a character that the importance of 
building as an art will be impressed upon the public, and to 
provide for the public, the building trades, and the professions, 
the opportunity of seeing and studying in one place the various 
materials that enter into the construction of a building. It 
partakes, therefore, the character of a public-museum, and this 
should be reflected in the treatment of the problem. 


A level piece of property, 400’ 0” square, bounded on three 
sides by important streets and on the fourth side by a great 
avenue, has been acquired. In connection with the building, 
there shall be spaces of ample size, either in the form of ex- 
terior terraces or interior court or courts, or both, for the ex- 
position of those features that can be better displayed and 
studied in the open air. The building proper, therefore, will not 
cover the entire site. 


The principal feature of the building is an immense exhibi- 
tion hall lighted from above. In close connection with or sur- 
rounding this hall, will be a great number of small alcoves or 
exhibition spaces in one or more floors. Two minor halls for 
temporary exhibitions and special features shall be arranged near 
the main entrance of the building. An assembly hall for lec- 
tures and conferences, seating approximately 750 people, will 
take an important place in the composition. Two or three minor 
conference rooms should also occur near the main assembly 
hall. The requirements for the administration are very simple 
and can be placed in three or four rooms near the main en- 
trance, either on the main or an upper floor. In addition to 
the above, there should be the usual arrangements for coat
